The sonval Appropriation  bill, which
will be inteoduced into the Assembly by
the Hon DaxronTi EMMET AINSWORTH of
Bualy Coesk to-day, provides for State ex-
peniditires to the nmoeunt of $4,671,6880, an
fnerepse of 354,100 over the last bill. The
fuerense Is really a reduction, however, as
the enlorgemeny of the Legisinture under
the new Constitution sdds $70,000 to the
salary sweount.

Iabor are upon him, A State burean of
statintios is virtunlly n State sehool, an offl-
cinl organ of political economy,  The Btate
i thereby providing Information or misin-
formatlon of acertain Kind, and lending It
pelf to certain postulates amd conclusions,
But avery citizen has na good right as any
other citizen to have Lis views of political
economy taught by the State, If there Is to
be one school of statisties, there ought to be,
say, n tho 1 auch schools

These three Bonrds ought to be abolished
by law. The Democrata ought to have done
it. Doubtless the Republicans, as the mis-
slanaries of purity and reform, will correct
the error of their predeceasors. Fifty-six
thousand dollars a year s the Income of
£1.400,000 at four per eent,  The saving is
worth making, and the Republican brethren
shuuld be inspired to make it by the thought
that by so doing they will be able to boast
that they have made a reduction in the ap-
propriations in spite of the 870,000 added
by the new Constitution. Can it be that any
reform Republican will object to economy
and to ths abolition of nseless offices?

Two other {temas in the new Appropriation
bill seemn a trifle too large. The Factory In-
spectors got the sum of $656,000. Bills to
{ncrease the number of thess ofMcinls are
before this Legislature as they have been
betors previous Legislatures. Why does it
cost w0 much to inspect the factories? Ea-
pecinlly since the factories huve been closed
to so large an extent, are all these In-
spectars needed ! The other appropriation
thut seems excessive is that of 876,000 for
supplying other States with reports, If
New York needs the reports of other States
she ahould buy them, and {f the other
States want hLers, they shounld buy them.
New York Is too large, with too many
{nutitutions, to afford to supply her publi-
cations to other States for nothing. If
they are worth having, they are worth
buying; and {f they are not, they are not
worth having. This Item Ia nearly twice as
large as the appropriation for the Executive
Department, nearly twire as Iarge as the
approprintion for the Secretary of State's
office and that for the Treasurer's offics,
more than twice and s half the sum given to
the Insurance Department, more than twice
the sum given to the Board of Health, with-
In $6,000 of the sum given tothe Regents
of the University. It seems much too much,
It s $785,000 too much. There s no resson
why New York should be taxed for the ben-
efit of other States. A free circulating li-
brary of New York reporta is too generous
and too unreasonable an idea.

At the regular monthly meeting of the
German-American, or Hanseatic Heform
Unlon, held on Wednesday last, the custom-
ary resolutions denunclatory of politicians,
bogses, machines, and spolls, were unani-
mously adopted ; and in addition, o resolu-
tion was offered quite out of harmony with
the rest. It attacked the proposed change
by which the Republicans in the Legislature
intend to abolish the ' plekings” of the
Sheriff's anctioneers' combine. A bill for
that purpose suthorizes the employment for
Sherifl's sales, hereafter, of accredited, qual-
ifled, licensed anctioneers. The latter resolu-
tion, touching closely the means of livell-
hood of so many of the leaders of the German-
American reform organization, provoked
such a vehement and obstreperous protest
that on Thursday morning the argument
was still in progress with one of the ae-
tioneers in the chair and thiree others of the
auctioneers talking, Every one in the Han-
seatic organization not holding an office,
had gone home; yet the attendance was ex-
nctly the same as it was the night before,
Such a mapifestation of spoils-seeking, at
variance with the high-flown pretensions of
the Hanseatio reformers, makes opportune
at this time a clear statement ahout this
“unfon," which we will now give for the
enlightenment of thoss who do not already
know about these predatory politicians and
their ** bold-up " methods,

We must begin with the eandid state-
ment that our German-Ameriean follow
citizens of this town, too long misrepre-
sented and dishonored by these panhan-
dlers, are distinguished for patriotism, pub-
lo splrit, and a sinceres love of liberty and
free institutions, as well as for thrift, intelli-
gence, sobriety, and habits of Industry and
order. But the German, or Hanseatie, Heform
Union, so called, is an organization of politi-
eal strikers. Its moving spirits live by the
process of political hold-up and hand-over,
and usually have no other occupation than
ofliceholding or the division of campaign as-
sonsmenta, Thelr mode of proceeding, as
many New York politicians know to thelr
cost, Issimple, The actusl membershipof the
German reform organization is about 200,
anid a majority of these persons are either em-
ployed, or have relations who are employed,
or are candidates for employment, on the
stafl, in the business, or in the delivery de-
partment, of the New Yorker Staats-Zeltung,
A considerable number of them are em-
ployed in serving routes, and others are can-
viusers of the Staats-Zettung, which has re-
cently felt the effects of competition, sinos,
in fact, German immigration began to fall
off, aud knowledgo of the English language
became more generally diff used,

These 200 persous, who constitute the
membership of the German-American or-
gunization, have been necustomed to meet
in beer halls, in various pares of the city,
the nudience belng the same ln every case,
The npeeches deliversd have always for thelr
subject ' reform,” and it is to be remarked
that there are never two mestings on the
same night. In the name, and noder threat
of reprisal by this organization of tin sol-
diers, political parties In the past have been
“held up" for nominations or compalgn
contributions: and money so given does not
find les way into the chaonnels of eampalgn
expenditure. Not alone has the central or-
ganization made these demands, but every
district has received oash contributions un-
der the pretext of support; amd all this has
been in the name of reform.

Everybody hias heard of the fuke campaiygn
clubs which In advance of an election, sell
or try to sell ball tickets to candldates,
plxiging their sopport in rveturn. This
frand, as transparent and now oearly as
threadbare aa the gold brick, the msaw-
dust money, the forged lottery ticket, or
the thimblerigging swindle, has been -
bured with publicity, Why, in the common
defence, should not the Hanseatic hold-
up of the Reform Unlon varisty be pune
tured likowise ?

One after another, the respectable and
reputabile men conneoted with the so-called
German- American Heform Union an (ts lead-
ers before election, have aince publicly de.

$800, but we are told that the check of the
German Reform, on the Market and Fulton
Bunk of this city, was returned as worth-
lens, It stlll remning unpald, but the man
who drew it has sinee been slected to a place
in the Executive Committee of the German
organization, and his voles was ralsed
on Wednesdny night and Thuraday morning
protesting againse the taking away of the
auctioneers’ pickings, In two other dis
tricta, both on the enst slde, we are told, the
State Democracy organizntion refused toen-
dorse the candidate of the Hansentio Re-
formers for the Assembly. The Hanseatio
Reformers in one of them went to the Tam-
many leaders, and applied also to the He-
publicans, They received finally $250 from
the State Demooracy, $200 from Tammany
Hall, and 2800 from the Republicans, thus
nccepting money from all three,and divided it
among the four men constituting the organi-
zation, so nnequally that a suit is threatened
ngainst the others by one of the qunrtet.
It is & fact well known to all politicians
that after Mr. Orro KEMPNER had been
nominated for Sheriff by the Committes of
Beventy, the German-American Reform
Unfon, or rather ita coterie of leaders,
held up tha Seventy, refusing to endorse
Col. 8TRoNG unless & candidate of theira
should be put on the ticket; and after such
recognition had been asccorded they ac-
tunlly extorted from the Committee of Sev-
enty the sum of $1,600 in cash for cam-
paign expenses which thelr candidate for
Bheriff, in adocument filed with the County
Clerk, swears that he paid personally, Hea
swore that these expenses were $6 711,84,
It is not necessary to particularize the cir-
enmatances attending the nomination for
Alderman in the Third district of Mr.
Krusy, whose Chrystie street resort for
Tyrolean warblers has recently been re-
licensed as a concert saloon,

The Sherifl's auctioneer privilege is an un-
necessary and oppredsive burden on all litl-
gants. The fees gained from it to sustain
the leaders of the German Reform Union,
are pald usually by poor debtors who can
ill afford such a tax; and common human-
ity ought to dictate the adoption of the abol-
ishing reform, which the Republicnns in
Albany have taken up. Why should s Re-
form Unlon be opposed to a reform ?

When the auctioneers’ combine is knocked
out in Albany, this political organization of
Hungry Joseprs will be reduced to Its
original elements of FRITZ, Fuasz, Heg-
MAN, and HEmXRICH.

Wil London Have a Teaching Uni.
voersity ?

The friends of the higher edueation in
Eogland are discussing with much ear-
nestness the question whether the British
metropolis shall have, what it at present
Incks, a teaching university ; and whether,
provided such an institution be established,
it shall absorb the existing London Uni-
versity, which does not teach, but confines
itself to exnmining eandidates and confer-
ring degrees. Three deputations have laid
of late their views upon the subject before
the Prime Minister. One of these, headed
by Prof. HUXLEY, urged that the question
should be soswered in the affirmntive; the
other two with equal energy opposed any
legislation that should have the effect of
merging or altering the functions of the
London University.

Sixty years ago the creation in the Britlsh
metropolis of a unlversity which should be
equal, if nob superior, to that of Berlin had
almost as many gealous advocates as it has
now, The project, howeaver, was but {m-
perfectly carried out, Tnstead of the nlready
existing King's College, London, and Uni-
versity College, Londan, being made the
bases of & teaching university, these institu-
tions were left {solated and independent, and
the so-called London University was es-
tablished for the exclusive purposs of ex-
amining at stated Intervals ecandidates for
degrees from any part of the United King-
domi, There Is no doubt that this examin-
Ing function has besn eMelently performed ;
it has oven been asserted upon high anthor
ity that the * pass' degree of B, A. con-
ferred by the London University has more
significance and valus than the correspond.
ing diploma from any other scademical
boddy in the world. Thers Is nothing inored|-
ble in the statement; it ls probable that no
one can have more conbem pt for the ordinary
pass degrees given at the universities of
Oxford and Cambridge than is felt by those
who have gons In for honors st thoss sesta
of learning,

Whatever may have been the utility of
the London University considered as an
upholder of & high standard of sequire
ment and as an agenoy for testing the work
performed in & great number of educational
lnstitutivns scastered over the United Kiog

dom, 1t has obvioualy done nothing to meet
the demand of the British metropolis for a
tonching university. As regarda the facill-
ties for instrnction In the higher branches
of a liberal sdueation, London, notwith-
standing Ita vast Increass in population, is
bt Httle bettor off to-day than It was nixty
yours ngo, ‘That the deflefency will be reme-
died at anearly day seems certain, but the
remedy may takes the form of a new inati-
tution, to be ealled, probably, the Gresham
University, entirely distinet from the Lon-
don University, which would be left un-
disturbed In ite exnmining and degree-con
forring functiona, A Inege fraction of the
graduntes of the London University object
to the fusion of that body with s tenching
organiention, on two grounds: fiest, that
the value of thele B, A, degree wonld be ln-
palred, for any teaching nniversity would be
nptboaink in regard to it passdegroo, to the
level of Oxford and Cambridge; secondly,
the London University, If it nndertook the
businesa of teaching, would tend to abdicats
itu imperial in favor of metropolitan funo-
tionn.  For the teachers would be the exnm-
iners, anld In examinations held by them
their own pupils wonld have an advantage
over young men who lind stadied in other
paets of the Unitesd Kingdom, This would
ultimately be mdde Known by experience,
nudd in the end, the only persons examined
by the London University under the pro-
posed change of régime would be ity own
undergraduntes,

But, after all, this is a question of detall
which will be settled by the statutory coms
mission to which the whole matter {s about
to be referred. Whether the present Lon-
don University 1s merged in a great teach-
ing institution, or is suffered to retain inde-
pendent examining functions, the Hritish
metropolis will doubtless be wpeedily pro-
vided with facilities for the highereducation
commensurate with ita place of primacy
among the cities of the world.

Time for a Fast Steam Yaocht,

The British Naval Annual for 1894, pre-
pared by Lord Drassey, showed that forty
torpedo boat destroyers wers on the pro-
gramme for the British navy, six having
been built. Two more have appeared since
the publication of this book, making elght,
and we now have information of the last,
the Boxer, which will give an extra curl to
the hair of boatbuilders' heads. The im-
provement in this new class of boats since
they began to come out has been wonderful,
The first, the Havock, showed & mean speed
for the six regulnr trial miles of 2615 knots,
The Hornet's flgure was 278, The Daring's
was 28,28, We glve the figures for a similar
test of the Boxer:

This made the Doxer's mean sn even
20, She, however, besides reaching n speed
of 30.85 knots for one mile, went through
a three hours' trial, which none of the
others did, and that, measured by revolu-
tlons, a perfectly fair test, showed a mean of
£20.17 knots. The total distance covered was
100.8 statute miles | To cross tha Atlantie
it would require threa days and a half.
Nothing is sald as to her vibration when
travelling at this rate, but as that of her
predecessors (s said to be practically nil, we
ean assume that the Boxer is no less satis-
factory, The great study which has been
given more recently to this feature of high-
apeed boata, through experiments in balanc-
ing and counterbalancing the engine’s dif-
feront parts, has given builders little short
of absolute mnastery over vibration, It is
delightful to contemplate such a beautiful
achievement in machinery as the Boxer,

The production of these very fast boats of
the moderate size of the Boxer, which is
only 200 feet long, ought to begin before
long to have an effect on the type of pri-
vate und public passenger steamers plying
about New York. We walt {impatiently
to hail the first rich man to build a really
fast steam yacht, and we can assure him
that his venture will have a side of very
considernble public usefulness, Among all
the wenlthy gentlemen whosea summer
homes are on the Hudson River, on Long
Islund Souwd, or down the harbor, within
dally striking distance of New York, there
must be one about ready to seize serlously
and enorgetically this great opportunity at
his bhand, and get for himself u good boat,
We have no doubt that our American build-
ers conld jump alimost immediately into the
ability to build one as good as the English
maker, THORSEVCROFT. A yvacht of the sort
described would be apt before long to con-
vert our loeal prssenger steamers from tholr
present. old-fashioved, sluggish form into
forma of apeed, and effect enormousimprove-
ment in the water transit to and from sum-
mer homes,  We predict that before long »
great change in thisdirection is bound to be
seen in New York's steamers, and a great
Inventive and sasistance to this would be
a few thirty-knot yachts. They would take
n man to Newport In six hours.

Liberality in Murder Cases,

For a numher of years the law of this
State has been growing more and more lib-
oral toward persons accused of the erime of
murder in the first degree.

The flrst step wis the adoption of that
provision in the Code of Criminal Procedure
which makes the simple taking of an nppeal
to the Court of Appeals operate as a stay of
proceedings, so that the convicted defendant
ceannot be exceuted until the judgment
agninst him has been aflirmed by the highest
court ln the State,

Another notable change ocourred in 1898,
It has long been the custom for the courts
to assign counsel to defend poor prisoners
who have no meany to pay for legal services.
Lawyers thus assigned have ncted without
compensation. In 1893, however, the Leg-
Islature euncted & statute providing for the
payment, out of the county treasury, of
counsel appolnted by the court to defend
pour persons upon trial for any offence pun-
ishable by death. The amount of the com-
pensation (s fixed by the presiding Judge,

It s diMicult to perceive any good resson
for making any further distinetions in the
law in favor of persons charged with capital
offencos; but some people séem to think
that they ought to be allowed additional
privileges at the public expense. Among
these people Is Mr, Joux T, Norrox of Troy,
& member of the Assembly from Rensselner
county, He wanta the taxpayers to furnish
& apeclal messenger to notify the Warden of
the Siate prison whenever an appeal is
taken from a judgment of death.

The amount of the expenditure wonld not
bo large, It Is true, but why shaould i be fm-
posed upon the publiet If the convicted
murderer has had means to employ counsel
to prosscute his appeal, his connsel can cer-
talnly manke sure that the necessary notice
Is given to the Warden. 1f the conrt has as-
signed counsel who must be paid by the
oounty, that lawyer would be n dusy boaud

to appeal and notify the Warden, and there
ean be no deubt that he would do his duty,
The Btats should take precautions, and
we think it has taken ndequate precantions,
to prevent the infliction of the death pen-
alty except In olear casen of guilty but the
eoddling of eriminals by protective legisls-
tion ought to be stopped,

Good for the Gascogne, and hearty con-
gratulation to all on board of her and all thair
frienda.

ter to understand how largely lta people are
concerned In its finherles, in the fortunes of the
wvessels that go out, and In the hieavy loas of life
among s hardy finhermen every year, We do
not know that any year has had a longer list of
drowned than Inst year's Ust of 123,

We fear thut the record of |ast week's stormy
days and nights will be paluful. At least one
Glot er fialiing sch r s reported an lost
in the waters of Nova Scotla, with her crew of
fiftesn men.  We must hope that other bad re-
porta will not be Lrought in; but we are not sur-
prised to learn that many families in Glouces-
tor ire filled with apprebension,

Even worss than last yeur for the Glouceater
fishermen wna the year 187, when 174 of them
loat thelr lves, It is, indeed, & dangerous pur-

Toklo s now the fourth largest oity In the
world, larger than Vienna, If not than Harlin;
Jarger than Canton, aud surpassed only by
London, Paris, sud New York. It Is a city of
high clvilization, of exceeding enterprise and
industry. Itis an extraordinarily healthy olty,
the death rate for last yoear being a fraction leas
than 20 in the 1,000, The latest report of ita
*“health director " contalns o very aatlsfactory
mccount of its sanitary condition,

The growth and improvement of Tokin within
recent years may be largely attributed to the
liberalization of the political Institutions of the
country and to the vast Increass of the clty's in-
dustries and commerce, Asthe resldence of the
Emperor, the place of assemblage of Parila-
ment, apd the headquarters of the imperial
Governmoent offices it is & placenf great political
aotivity. As the seat of an illustrious nniver.
sity and numerous other educational Institu-
tlons 1t 18 & centre of learning. It has n ser-
viceabls harbor, which has been improved. It
is a city of theatrea, temples, and groves, rall-
roads, electrio llghts, newspapurs, and all the
other modern things,
